My city editor had as- 
signed me to do a carnival feature, 
interview some of the performers, 
get som«' "color." 


I suggested one of the "Sky 


Devils." The reason is simple. 1 
had wondered for a long time 
what an aerialist thinks about as 
he' or she performs gymnastic 
stunts high atop a flimsy-looking 
rigging without a safety net be- 
low? This was my chance to 
find out. 


I got my answer but I can't 


help thinking that Daisy might 
have a different answer today. 
She's listed as in "critical" con- 
dition In Dixon KSB hospital.

When 8he recovers, I'll ask, her 


how it feels to pull out of a "break- 
away" and suddenly realize one is 
falling headlong toward the earth 
below. 


Hep answer to my purely psy- 


chological question was, "I try 
to keep my mind on my business 
- because there is no room for mis- 
takes. I do not allow any foolish- 
ness while we are working. 


"To relax, I think of everyday 


things such as what I'm going to 
have for supper."

Sh« smiled when she told me 


that the act. billed as the only 
four-person aerial act in the United 
States, was "booked up solid" 
through September. 


Daisy chain-smoked 
cigarettes 


throughout much of the interview 
and frequently remarked how close 
cars were coming: to several sup- 
port wires for the rigging that 
were anchored in the street.

We got onto the subject of acci- 


dents. She talked freely on the sub- 
ject and said that there had never 
been a serious accident in. the 
history of the act. 


According to an advance pub- 


licity article clipped from the 
Mitchell (S-D.) Daily Republic, 
the first Mrs. Marrion was killed 
in Canada in 1936 when she fell 
from the rigging during an act.

Da.isy said that she doesn't carry- 


Insurance because it is too expen- 
sive. She explained that Lloyds of 
London once offered to insure the 
act at a cost of $2,000 for three 
days. 


She said that her husband. Ray, 


travels with a trapeze act but once 
waa a member of The troupe. "He 
taught me the ropes and I taught 
the other three members of our 
present troupe." 


She laughed when I asked her if 


she didn't think being- an aeriaiist 
is an unusual way to make a living 
and assured me that she thinks she 
leads a very normal life.

Price Out: Ike 
Won't Accept 
Wrongs to 
Men, Nations 


Tells Bar Assn. 
Need Peace With 
Justice, Security 


PHI LA DELPHI A UP)— 


President Eisenhower declar- 
ed today that America is on 
a "crusade for peace" but can 
never accept Russian wrongs 
to men and nations in an 
"eagerness" to avoid war. 


In a prepared address to the 


American Bar Assn., he voiced 
confidence that the Geneva sum- 
mit conference spells opportunity 
to advance toward a peace "based 
on justice and security." 


"Can we achieve that sort of 


peace?" he asked. "I think we 
can." 


Yet, without naming' the Soviet 


Union, he said the division 
of 


Germany, the domination of cap- 
live countries and the use of in- 
ternational subversion are "viola- 
tions on the rights of men and 
nations." 


No Excuse 


They probably result, he said, 


from "a compound of suspicions 
and fear." But he added quickly: 
"That explains. It cannot excuse." 


"In justice to others and to 


ourselves," he said, "we caji never 
accept those wrongs as a part of 
the peace that we desire and 
seek." 


The President spoke at. the an- 


nual convention o£ the bar asso- 
ciation. which is observing: the 
200th anniversary' of the birth of 
John Marshall, 
fourth chief jus- 


tice of the United States. 


Eisenhower extolled Marshall as 


a. "foremo.it leader in developing 
and maintaining' the liberties of the 
people" of the United States, as a 
man whose decisions "made of the 
Constitution 
a 
vital. dynamic.

$14 80, without soil treatment, and 
$38.90 with crop residues, lime- 
stone and rock phosphate.

good cropping system and plant 
food on your farm, when you can 
realize almost two-thirds more by 
following good practices? You will 
also notice that corn in fields 
where plenty of plant food has been 
applied will have better root devel- 
opment as well as a higher yield.

you are one of these, delay your 
pasturing until the sudan is 18 
inches high so that you will not be 
bothered with prussic-acid poison- 
ing. As long as the sudan grass is 
growing good and is not stunted by 
drought or other factors, you can 
expect some very good pasture. 
Under any circumstances, do not 
pasture it after a frost. 


One of our best pastures is 


legume grass mixture. If your 
permanent pasture is nothing but 
an exercise lot, I would certainly 
suggest you make plans now for 
renovating it this fall. Plow it 
necessary or disc it thoroughly to 
kill out as much of the perma- 
nent pasture as possible. Pre- 
pare a good seed bed, apply the 
necessary plant food and rested 
with a legume grass mixture 
adapted to jour area. 
Some of the mixtures we are 


suggesting for Ogle County are one- 
fourth to one-half pound ladino 
clover, four pounds red clover, 
four pounds timothy and three 
pounds fescue, or eight pounds al- 
falfa, one-half pound ladino and 
five pounds timothy or brome- 
grass. 


Some folks have had very good 


luck in using biidsfoot trefoil," and 
if you would like to seed this per- 
manent pasture to something that 
would remain with you for a long 
period of time, use five pounds of 
birdsloot trefoil, two pounds red 
clover, three pounds timothy or 
four pounds bromegrass. 


Anj of these mixtures will in- 


crease jour profits from your 
dairy herd or cut your feed cost 
if you are using it for beef cattle 
or hog pasture. This uas pointed 
out to be quite an advantage on 
Tuesday of this week at the 
Farm Bureau-Farm Management 
field tour on the Kenneth Zellers 
farm. Kenneth depends on good 
legume grass in his rotation for 
pasture and hay.

Nature's Storms 
Affect Economy 


Floods, Drouth, Heat 
Show iii Market Places 


By SAM DAWSOX 


NEW YORK l» — 'Fickle nature 


has b«en aiming blows at the econ- 
omy in more than one section of 
the, nation. At the same time it is 
dealing out prosperity to others. 


To the human misery and great 


property damage in Diane's wake 
will b« added disruption of much 
industry and a strain on the build- 
ing materials companies already 
plagued by shortages. 


In parts of the Middlewest hot 


and humid weather favored the 
corn crop for a while. But now 
seering and dry weather is report- 
ed blasting the hopes of many 
farmers who had looked for a 
bumper crop. 


In the eastern states hurricanes 


and floods ruined part of the to- 
bacco and corn crops. 


Rains Bring Cheer 


The heavy rains, however, re- 


vived many seered pastures, bring- 
ing cheer to dairymen. West of 
the Mississippi some areas have 
another story. 
There drought is 


killing pastures and some livestock 
men are reported saying they may 
have to rush cattle to market. 


Butter production, partly 
be- 


cause of the fickle weather, has 
been running 7 per cent lower this 
August than last. 


Durum wheat farmers, on the 


other hand, have had a good year, 
nature having dealt lightly "with 
them in the matter of d'isease. 
This wheat is highly favored by 
the makers of macaroni. 


Diane's furious torrents dealt 


heavy blows to some eastern rail- 
roads, which won't be able to move 
much revenue freight for some 
time. Not only are their roadbeds 
gone, but also the output of many 
of their customers. 


The storm's destruction of fac- 


tories, highways, utilities, stores, 
homes and schools will bring a 
heavy call for building material. 
The great building boom already 
was straining the capacity of some 
of the building material producers. 
Spot shortages in cement, gypsum 
and lumber have been reported, 
as well as in some copper and 
other metal products. Prices were 
creeping up in some lines. 


Badly Hit 


Copper and brass fabricators in 


Connecticut are badly hit by the 
floods. They had been suffering 
from metal shortages. Now many 
of their mills are out 'of operation, 
probably for some time to come. 


New England's textile industry, 


previously combatting the move of 
the mills to the South, now is hard 
hit by flood and fire damage. The 
garment industry elsewhere ma.y 
be disrupted for a time by delay- 
ed deliveries.

Puzzling to Authorities 


EDWARBSVTLLE. 111. Lf» — Au- 


thorities sought today to deter- 
mine whether a fourth car trunk 
death in the St. Louis area in the 
past two months \vas murder or 
suicide. 


The latest victim, found Tuesday 


on a secluded road in western Mad- 
ison County, was identified as Don- 
ald Eugene Stormer.

But he added the possibility of 


murder isn't being discounted. 


Madison County Coroner Ben 


Staten at first termed it a suicide. 
but later he said a thorough check 
showed, Stormer was lefthanded. 
His death apparently was caused 
by a bullet wound in the right 
temple. 


Apparently this was the first in- 


dication the slaying might not have 
been a suicide. 


All the other recent car trunk 


deaths were murders. 


A .22 caliber tnrget pistol was 


found 
partially under Stormer's 


body. 


Durr said the state crime labo- 


ratory at Sprinjrfield will make 
jests to determine whether the bul- 


let which killed Stormer was fired 
from the target pistol.

His Red neighbors cast him into a Communist limbo and 


for at least five years filled the airwaves over Eastern Eu- 
rope with a campaign of vilification, including the use of the 
word, "hangman."

All this was delightful news to the West. This was the 


first time a satellite had cut loose from Russia. 
No one 


could tell, if Yugoslavia was handled right, whether more 
satellites might follow. 


Since Tito's break with Stalin, the United States had 


given YugosiaA'ia about 500 million dollars in military aid 
and perhaps the same amount in economic help, in grants, 
not loans. 


After Stalin's death in 1953 the new rulers of Russia, 


seeing the damage their old boss had done to the onetime 
solid Communist front in Europe, began to make goo-goo 
eyes at Tito to woo him back. He wasn't wooed easily. 


He had it pretty good in his relations with the West and 


the help he got from that direction. This year the Russians 
—Premier Bulganin and Communist party chief Khrushchev 
—made an humble pilgrimage to Yugoslavia. , 


This worried the West no end, particularly when Tito and 


the Russians seemed to have patched up their old quarrel. 
It was at this point Tito climbed up on the tight-rope. 


If he could deal with both the West and Russia and the 


Satellites he would have it twice as good as in the past, when 
he had been able to deal with only one side at a time. There 
was a future in playing hard to get.

In July he made a speech. ''We are Communists," he 


said, ''but we do not wish to be affiliated with any bloc. We 
wish to be an independent country." 


At the same time, he said, "I reiterate we shall.not take

an old 90 million debt, dating back to before 1948. And he 
•may be able, through an economic mission he sent to Mos- 
cow, to get a 120-million dollar loan from them.

The Doctor Says 


Gland Secretions Found 
Valuable in Treatments 


By EDWIN p. JOBDA3V, M.D. 


V. I asks for an explanation of 


the functioning of the pituitary 
gland and whether this gland ef- 
fects her thyroid. 


The pituitary is a small gland 


which lies on the underside of the 
biam at the base of the skull. It is 
one of the endocrine glands which 
secretes several important hor- 
mones necessaiy for the develop- 
ment and function of various or- 
gans. The thjroid, Uie adienals 
and the pancreas aie among other 
endocrine glands secreting impoi- 
tant hormones It is believed that 
all. or most, of these hormones do 
e\ert an influence on the other 
glands of internal secietion_. 


The pituilaiy manufactuies s-ev- 


eial diffeient kinds of internal se- 
ct etions or hormones One portion 
of the pituitaiy gland pioduces a 
hormone w h i c h acts paiticulaily 
on the adienal gland 
The two 


adtenai glands aie also small and 
lie close to the kidnev s.

Serve Tasty 
Low-Sodium 
Diet Today 


It can be a challenge to prepare 


a tasty loxv-sodium diet that pleases 
the patient. 


Miss Harriet Barto. nutrition 


specialist at the University of Illi- 
nois, says there are ways of cov- 
ering: up the lack of sodium in the 
diet. After you have seen vour doc- 
tor and know the limitations of the 
diet, use your imagination and ex- 
periment. 


One of the best ways to "cover 


up" is to try serving at least one 
food from which salt won't be 
missed. For example, a sandv.Tch 
made with unsaited bread tastes 
better •with preserves than with tin- 
salted meat on top of unsaited but- 
ter: • 


Why not serve sweet rice with 


sugar, 
cinnamon 
and unsaited, 


browned butter? Use fresh fruit, 
fruit gelatins and gelatin salads 
instead of those that need a salty 
dressing-. 


How about topping broiled meat 


with a fruit garnish, such as 
broiled pineapple, apples, pears or 
apricots. Even if you cannot use 
the drippings or pot liquids for 
gravies, most diets will allow you ] 
to brush the fruit with these liquids ' 
while you broil it. 


Unsaited tuna will taste more 


palatable if you combine it with 
foods that ordinarily do not take 
salt. Try a tuna-a.pple salad, for" 
instance. Mix together one-third 
can of unsaited tuna, one-half cup 
of iinpeeled, chopped apple, two 
tablespoons of chopped toasted al- 
monds I unsaited). one tablespoon 
of lemon juice and two teaspoons 
of salad oil. Serve it in a lettuce 
cup.

JACKSON, Miss, ffl—Mississippi 


voters elected Atty. Gen. J. P. 
Coleman their new governor, the 
job. a poor farm boy set as his 
goal more than 20 years ago. 


Coleman 
held a 
commanding 


lead today with virtually all pre- 
cincts reporting. 


The farm boy who worked his 


way through college and law school 
defeated Atty. Paul B. Johnson, 
son of a former governor making 
his third bid for the post. 


Unofficial and nearly complete 


returns from 1,707 of 1,850 pre- 
cincts in Tuesday's Democratic 
primary runoff election gave Cole- 
man 
204,397 votes to Johnson's 


155,606. 


It was Coleman's first statewide 


campaign. He worked up the judi- 
cial ladder as district attorney, 
circuit judge, Supreme Court jus- 
tice and attorney general before 
making the try. Be was elected 
attorney general without opposition. 


The 41-year-old winner, a. husky 


6 feet 5, will be Mississippi's 
youngest governor since 1932. 


Coleman will be the Democrat- 


ic nominee for governor in the 


November election. In Democratic 
Mississippi, that means election. 
Republicans seldom venture into a 
state race and none has said he 
will run against Coleman. 


The new governor will succeed 


Gov. Hugh White in January. Gov. 
White was prevented by the state 
constitution from seeking re-elec- 
tion.

Martha's Vineyard Editor 
Found Happiness on Island

MARTHA'S VINEYARD. Mass. 


I*—If success lies in the ait of 
seeing the world in a grain of 
sand, Henry Beetle Hough and his 
wife Betty are two of the most 
successful people in America. 


Their "grain of sand" is this is- 


land resort, the birthplace of the 
U.S. 
whaling industry and now 


the summer home of many artists, 
intellectual and business notables. 


In 1920. fresh out of Columbia 


University, Henry and Betty had 
to decide whether to seek fame 
and fortune in the big city or look 
for them in that hardest of all 
places to earn a living—a small 
town. 


They chose the small town. In a 


shoestring venture they bought the 
Vineyard Gazette, a small, de- 
crepit, five-column weekly news- 
paper with a circulation of less 
than 600. 


Still a Shoestring 


Thirty-five years later they still 


have the shoestring, and perhaps 
not too much more in the way of 
ready cash. But they have built 
The Gazette up to a circulation of 
6,500—the island has only about 
6,000 year-round residents—that is 
now world-wide. Its mailing list 
ranges from Tokyo to Trinidad. 


Hough, a tall, balding, sensitive 


version of William Allen White 
with a New England accent, takes 
a quiet prkie in his far-flung read- 
ership. 


""Not long ago a professor wrote 


us that while traveling in India he 
found a copy of The Gazette on a 
train seat," said Hough, "and a 
-British aviator also came across 
a copy in the ruins of Tripoli." 


The Gazette, affectionately nick- 


named "The Thunderer," is issued 
from a weathered, gray-shingled 
house built in 1760. 


Rarely Controversial 


Despite its nickname. The Ga- 


zette rarely lifts its voice. It takes 
a firm but reasonable stand on 
local crusades, leaves the latest 


news about the hydrogen bomb to 
other journals. Its grist is the 
small news of life in small towns 
everywhere—births, deaths, com- 
ings and goings, the changing sea- 
sons, fishermen's talk. Somehow 
readers far away find Uiis end- 
lessly fascinating. 


There i? little crime news. Hough 


has 
covered 
only two murder 


cases in 35 years. 


"Before those." he remarked 


mildly, "there hrftin't been a mur- 
der on the island in 100 years." 


The biggest story of the year is 


the annual town meeting. 


"We'll carry 7 to 10 columns on 


it," said Hough. "Every word said 
at a town meeting is imporltuH 
to our readers. A town meeting is 
the purest form of democracy and 
we try to record them exactly as 
they happen." 


Dislike Court Xews 


Both Henry and Betty dislike 


printing court cases in which bit- 
terness often arises. 


"After all, we are not writing 


about strangers but friends we 
meet every day," said Hough. 


But whether a court case em- 


barrasses a poor Portuguese fish- 
erman or a wealthy advertiser. 
The Gazette carries it as a matter 
of policy. 


"Once a man threatened to shoot 


the editor and another time a fel- 
low said he was coming down with 


a razor." said Betty. "But actual- 
ly few people seem to want to kill 
the editor, although"—she smiled 
ovor at h-?r husband—"I suspect 
many would like to kick him." 


Both Henry and Betty have giv- 


en up anv dreams of wealth thev 
had. 


"You just don't make money 


running a country newspaper." 
said Henry. "You have to settle 
for the S5-cent plate of spaghetti 
instead of the S2.50 steak." 


But neither would trade their life 


of hard work for an easier living 
elsewhere. Their success is one of 
contentment. 


"We never get lonely on the is- 


land." said Hough, who has writ- 
ten 11 books over the years. "A 
small town has the busiest social 
and fraternal life in the world. 
How could YOU be bored?"

Management representatives were 
"amazed" and gratified by the 
turnout of volunteers for rehabili- 
tation work. 


"We knew some would turn out 


but this is a happy surprise," they 
were quoted as saying. 


New Death Toll 


The death toll came, in for a re- 


count, revisnig the number of 
known dead from 180 down to 176. 


The death figures 
by states 


were: Pennsylvania, 100, with an 
unknown number still 
missing; 


Connecticut, 49. with 71 known 
missing; Massachusetts, 13; New 
Jersey, 6; New York, 4; Rhode Is- 
land, 1; Virginia, 3. 


Bit by bit further repairs were 


made. Here and there- another 
road was opened. The New Eng- 
land Telephone and Telegraph Co. 
reported. 50,000 of the approxi- 
mately 66.000 telephones put out of 
service had been restored. 


Voluntary contributions of cloth- 


ing, food and money came to the 
aid of flood victims. The Red Cross 
launched a special flood relief 
drive with the strong backing of 
President Eisenhower, who handed 
his own personal check to national 
Red Cross Chairman E. Roland 
Harriman. 


"His gift was a generous one— 


an example to others who have not 
yet acted," Harriman commented 
later. 


Ill Washington the CIO opened a 


flood relief fund with an initial al- 
lotment of $100,000 to help an esti- 
mated 50,000 members made home- 
less or jobless by the catastrophe. 


Damage Estimate 


Tentative, damage estimates by 


the various states totalled around 
three billion dollars. Connecticut 
figured its losses at more than one 
billion; Massachusetts, one billion; 
Pennsylvania, half a billion to a 
billion; Rhode Island and New Jer- 


sey, 100 million or more each; New 
York, 15 million. 


The first evacuees from thee 


Pennsylvania 
s u m m e r 
camps 


brought news of worse damage 
than had previously been reported. 
Officials had said that none of the 
children's camps had been liit by 
the surging floods. 


A counselor from one camp, 


however, reported that the chil- 
dren had been moved to safety on 
higher ground in time to escape 
floods thai wiped out all but four 
of 28 bungalows. 


Although families had beer as- 


sured there was no loss of life or 
injury, the return of their children 
brought tears of relief to many a 
worried parent's eye. 


One .8-year-old girl, clutching the 


belongings she had saved, ran to 
her mother in Allemown. Pa., call- 
ing' out excitedly: "Mommy, we 
had a flood."

Urge Atoms for 
Peace Speedup 
Congressmen Want 
AEC to Give Impetus 


Allis-Clialmers Strike Nearing

WASHINGTON (fi — Two mem- 


bers of the Senate-House Atomic 
Energy Committee are urging the 
Atomic Energy Commission to 
speed work on harnessing the H- 
bonib for peaceful purposes. 


Sen. Anderson iD-NM), commit- 


tee chairman, and Rep. Pnce 'D- 
111), head of it» Research 
and 


Development subcommittee, 
said 


Tuesday they believ* the Geneva 
atom»-for-peace conference should 
give impetus to this project. 


They were part of a committee 


delegation which returned yester- 
day from the conference. 


Anderton said, "We know we 


are in a race for this type of de- 
velopment," and added there were 
clear indications at Geneva that 
Russia, Great Britain and India 
also were working at the problem. 


Handful Assigned 


He said "only a handful" of 


American scientists are assigned 
to this research. He suggested the 
number be increased. 


Pnce said the announcement of 


hitherto secret programs looking 
toward a controlled thermonuclear 
(hydrogen) reaction was "the most 
important event" at the Geneva 
meeting. 


"The mere fact that this (Amer- 


ican) program has been declassi- 
fied should speed up research, on 


it," he said, adding it had been so 
deeply secret many AEC scientists 
did not even know of it. 


However, Rep. 
Hmshaw 
(R- 


Califi, another committee mem- 
ber who was at Geneva, said he 
felt U S. progress on this work had 
been "as fast as could be e »pect- 
ed" considering the extreme diffi- 
culties. 


AEC Chairman Lewis L. Strauss 


disclosed at Geneva that this coun- 
try had been engaged in a "mod- 
erate program" of research in 
harnessing the H-bomb and had 
made some progress. 


Russia Not Ahead 


Anderson, Price and Hinshaw 


agreed that the Geneva parley had 
shown Russia is not ahead of the 
United States in peacetime develop- 
ment of the atom. 


Rep. Holifield (D-Calif), another 


committee member who attended 
the Geneva meeting, said the first 
impression is that American scien- 
tists learned nothing new from a 
multitude of papers presented at 
the meeting but that Russian ex- 
perts probably acquired fresh tech- 
nical data. 


He said the United States gave 


away more hitherto secret nuclear 
information than any other nation 
at the meeting. He added it is too 
early to determine whether this 
country gave away too much.

States.

wipe out barriers which might 
block a broad cultural exchange 
with Russia and other countries. 


Russia and some other nations 


have bitterly objected in the past 
to the fingerprinting required for 
issuance of an American visa. 


Cancel Visit 


The Soviets canceled a proposed 


visit by a group of student editors 
last spring rather than allow them 
to be fingerprinted. A similar com- 
plication which for a Um« threat- 
ened to halt the just-concluded 


j visit of Russian farm leaders to 
this country was avoided by desig- 
nating the group as an official 
delegation. 


Fingerprinting is required under 


a section of the McCarran-Walter 
immigration law which Congress 
passed over President Truman's 
veto in June 1952.
